Report of the 
DEPARTMENT OF EMPLOYMENT 
June, 1940 
During the month of June, the California Employ- 
ment Commission spent three days in Commission meetings. 
Scheduled sessions were held as follows: 
June 14. goacramento 
June 21 Los Angeles 
June 22 " 
Following the usual spring peak, placements in 
June declined while applications for employment rose some- 
what. Claims for unemployment insurance and unemployment 
insurance payments, however, continued to decrease. 


A survey of major activities during the month, 
with balance figures at the end of the month, is shown in 
the chart opposite. 


The decrease of 12% in private placements repre- 
sents a temporary seasonal decrease following the rise of 
the previous few months, Public placements rose slightly 
from May to June. 


The number of new and renewed applications, which 
had decreased considerably in May, rose 10% and 7%, respec- 
tively, in June. Total applications in active file at the 
end of June remained about the same as during the preced- 
ing month. 


Claims and weekly average payments for unemploy- 
ment insurance decreased more than 10% while the average 
check for a week of total unemployment rose slightly. 


During the third month of each quarter contribu- 
tions received from employers are comparatively small, 
hence the balance in the fund showed an expected decrease 
in June to $153,164,3594.

SUMMARY OF the first six months of 1940 was evidenced in practically 
MAJOR all major items. 
AC TIVITIES 


The 98,335 placements in private employment 
during this period increased slightly cover the number 
for the corresponding period of 1939, despite a con- 
Siderable decrease in agricultural placements largely 
as a result of short crops and large labor surpluses 
in many areas. As compared with the corresponding 
period of 1938, private placements during the first six 
months of this year increased 35%. 


Curtailed activity in public works projects, 
however, was reflected in substantial reductions in 
the number of public jobs filled during the six-month 
period, as compared with the corresponding periods of 
1938 and 1939. 


Because of this decrease in public place- 
ments, total placements were 9% below the number for 
the corresponding period of 1939, although still 12% 
above the number for the corresponding period of 1938. 


The claims load during the first six months 
of 1940 increased substantially over the corresponding 
period of 1939, about 18% more initial and continued 
claims having been filed in department offices. 


During the six-month period a total of 
2,698,807 checks were written for a total value of 
$35,120,638. As compared with the corresponding period 
of 1939, the increase was 31% in the number of checks 
and 71% in the value of checks. The larger increase 
in value was due to liberalization in the insurance 
payments schedule. 


A semi-annual summary of activities is in- 
eluded with monthly data in this report. Data include 
the reports required semi-annually under Section 92(b) 
of the California Unemployment Insurance Act as amended 
L959. 
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PLAC EMENT 
ACTIVITIES 


During the month of June a total of 20,048 com- 
plete placements were recorded as compared with a monthly 
average of 18,391 placements during the first six months 
of 1940. As is shown in Table I, 17,798 (89%) of the 
June placements were in private employment, 1,503 (7%) 
were solicited public placements, and 747, or less than 
4%, were required public placements. These proportions 
are approximately the same as obtained for the six-month 
period ending June 30, 


About 52% of the complete private placements 
made in June were in employment expected to last more than 
one month, For the first six months of 1940 the percentage 
was 48%. 


In addition to complete placements, 2,144 sup- 
plemental placements were made in June, aS compared with 
an average of 1,402 for the first six months of 1940. 


In the accompanying chart private and public 
placements are shown by months from January, 1938, through 
June, 1940. These data are shown also in Table II. 


It has been the experience of the past few years 
that placements in private industry have increased season- 
ally from a low in January or February to a high in Sep- 
tember or October, with a temporary decrease after a minor 
peak in employment in the spring. During 1940, private 
placements rose from a low of 12,945 in February to 20,182 
in May, after which there was an expected seasonal drop of 
12%. In 1939 a corresponding drop of about the same size 
occurred in July, while in 1938 the decrease occurred in 
May, with a partial recovery in June and practically no 
change in July. 


Decreased private placements from May to June, 
1940, were largely the result of decreased placements in 
fruit handling and packing, agriculture, and motion pic- 
ture production. 


The 17,798 private placements in June, 1940, were 
18% less than the number for June, 1939, and 22% more than 
the number for June, 1938. Tho decrease from June, 1939, 
was largely due to differences in seasons, although it was 
partly the result of large agricultural labor surpluses 
and short crops in many agricultural areas. 


The 98,555 complete private placements made during 
the first six months of 1940 were slightly more than the 
number made during the corresponding period of 1939, an in- 
crease of 8,385 in nonagricultural placements having more 
than offset a decrease of 7,694 in agricultural placements.

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During the past few years, public placements 
have shown a general decline, which is largely attributed 
to curtailment in public works. For the six-month period 
ending June only 52% as many public placements were made 
as for the corresponding period of 1939. 


During March, April, and May of 1940 complete 
public placements increased somewhat as a result of flood 
relief work, highway construction, and forest fires. 


Total applications for employment, which had de- 
creased in May, rose 8% in June to 93,940. Of this nun- 
ber 44,019 (47%) were new applications and 49,921 were 
renewed applications. 


For the year to date, total applications amounted 
to 627,560, or an average of 104,593 a month, of which 45% 
were new applications. This number represents a decrease 
of 8% from the number for the corresponding period of 1939. 
New applications rose 4%. Renewals of applications de- 
creased 16%, as compared with the first half of 1939, in 
part because many offices retained applications in active 
file for ninety days before cancellation instead of thirty 
days as formerly. 


The total of 486,309 applications in active file 
on Juné 50, 1940, was about the same as the number on 
May 31, but 19% more than the number for June 30, 1939. 
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PLAC EMENTS 
OF MEN 


As is shown in Table III, during the first. six 
months of 1940, complete placements of men totalled 63,839. 
This number constituted 58% of all complete placements as 
compared with 62% during the corresponding period of 1939. 
Because of the considerable decrease in public placements, 
complete placements of men during January to June, 1940, 
were 15% less than the number made during January to June, 
1939.

Of the total complete placements of men during 


the six-month period ending June, 1940, 82% (52,147) were 


in private employment. 


About 43% of the private placements 


were in jobs of an expected duration of more than one month. 
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Because of the seasonal nature of the industries 
and occupations in which men are placed, placements of men 
show wide seasonal variation. During the year 1939, total 
complete placements of men varied from a low of 9,182 in 
February to a high of 17,370 in September. Private complete 
placements of men during the peak month of September (15,203) 
were nearly three times as great as during the slack month 
of February. 


As is shown in Table IV, about 64% (180,232) of all 
applications filed during the first six months of 1940 were 
from men, which is about the same percentage as for the cor- 
responding period of 1939. At the end of June, 1940, appli- 
cations from men made up nearly 70% of those in the active file.

AGRIC ULTURAL 
PLAC EMENT 
ACTIVITIES 


The 46,510 complete placements of women during the 
first six months of 1940 (as shown in Table TII) constituted 
42% of all complete placements for this period. A slight in- 
crease was shown over the number made during the corresponding 
period of 1939. 


Practically all (99%) of the complete nlacements of 
women during the six-month period were in private employment. 
Of the private placements, 54% were in jobs of regular dura- 
tion (over 1 month). 


Placements of women are somewhat less seasonal than 
those of men. During the year 1939 placements of women varied 
from a low of 6,019 in February to a high of 9,900 in August. 
Private placements of women during the peak month were 1.7 
times the number during the slack month. 


During the first six months of 1940, a total of 
6,724 complete placements (7% of all private complete place- 
ments) were made in agriculture, while supplemental agricul- 
tural placements totalled 2,773, or 33% of all supplemental 
placements. 


During the first six months of 1939, the number of 
complete agricultural placements was 14,418 and during the 
corresponding period of 1938, the number was 12,783. Large 
labor surpluses and short crops in many areas contributed to 
the decrease in the 1940 period. 


Agricultural placements are very Seasonal in nature 
and reach a peak in September or October; consequently, the 
proportion of agricultural placements is expected to increase 
considerably in the latter half of the year. 


Materially increased effort is being made by the 
Department to be of service to the agricultural community, 
both growers and workers. During the six-month period, a 
Farm Placement Supervisor was appointed, three farm labor 
Information Stations on main travel routes were opened, pub- 
lication by the Department of a detailed Agricultural Crop 
and Labor report was started, special seasonal agricultural 
offices were established or provided for, and personnel for 
agricultural placement work was augmented in fourteen offices. 


The establishment of a special farm placement 
service by the appointment of the Farm Placement Supervisor 
marks a new and important development in Californiats 
employment service for agriculture. The three Information 
Stations, located near Indio, Bakersfield and Pacheco Pass 
are a further development of the plan tried out last year 
with a single station. Trained persoancl, cquipped with 
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the most complete information on crop activities and labor 
needs or surpluses, are on duty seven days a week to assist 
travelling agricultural workers in their search for work. 
The stations will remain open during all the heavy agri- 
cultural season, Great savings to agricultural workers 

may result from the elimination of unnecessary travel to 
locations already over-supplied with help and the providing 
of accurate information which will encourage these workers 
to go to those localities only where work opportunities 
exist. Valuable assistance has been rendered the Depart- 
ment in this connection by the Division of Highways and the 
Division of Entomology and Plant Quarantine. 


The new Agricultural Crop and Labor report, 
developed after much discussion and consultation with 
representative agricultural organizations and’ groups in- 
terestcd in agriculture and agricultural work, is published 
weekly. A copy of this report (881A and 881B) is included 
in the Appendix, showing data for the week ending June 29, 
1940. The report shows by counties (881A) and also by 
crops (881B) detailed information as to acreage of currently 
active crops which are important in labor requirements, the 
Stage of activity and the estimated number of workers needed. 
The best estimates of numbers actually at work and available 
for work in each crop and locality are also shown, with 
Shortages or surpluses of labor indicated. 


In addition, estimated labor needs for future crops 
are obtained thirty days in advance of activities. This in- 
formation allows the Department to plan for and assist in any 
needed movement of labor from one community to another. 

These carefully prepared reports are an important aid in 
making the services of the Department more useful. to both 
worker and grower. 


Seasonal agricultural offices have been established 
at Lakeport and Gilroy. These offices will serve throughout 
the harvest of pears, apricots, peaches, prunes and tomatoes. 
Two other offices will soon be established to serve the cotton 
workers on the west side of the upper San Joaquin Valley, and 
the potato workers in the Tulelake area of Siskiyou and Modoc 
Counties. The development of these seasonal offices is an 
expansion of services offered by the Department which will 
continue as the need develops. 


In addition to the above, and the material increase 
in staff of agricultural offices, cooperative plans are being 
worked out with all State and federal agencies interested in 
the farm problem. The Department is offering every assist- 
ance to these agencies.

The 16,236 complete placements of juniors during 
the six-month period constituted nearly 15% of all complete 
placements made. About 95% of junior placements were in 
private employment as compared with 89% for all complete 
placements. 


Of all applications filed with the Department 
during the six-month period, 15% were filed by juniors. 
This percentage, however, varied from 11% in January to 
‘22% in June. The number of juniors registered for work 
with the Department at the end of June, however, was 
only 11% of the total number in the active file. 


Data on placements of juniors, as defined above, 
are not available previous to 1940. Data by age groups, 
however, show that placements of the younger workers in- 
crease considerably both absolutely and relatively during 
the summer and fall months. Of the 17,604 private place- 
ments of persons ninetéen years and younger during the 
year 1939, about 8,700, or nearly half, were made during 
the four months--July to October--while 11,634, or about 
two-thirds, were made during the last six months of the 
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year. Private placements of workers in this age group 
increased from 4% of the total in January to 12% of the 
total in July. Of the 44,919 private placements of per- 
sons from twenty to twenty-four years of age during the 
year, 25,338, or 56%, were placed during the last six 
months. 


During the year 1939, approximately 49% of the 
private placements of persons nineteen years and under 
and 55% of those from twenty to twenty-four years of age 
were men. For private placements of all ages, the per- 
centage of men was 53%.

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Comlete placements of’ veterans during the first 
six months of 1940 amounted to 5,707, which is 9% of all 
complete placements of men during this period. The 11,367 
new and renewed applications filed by veterans constituted 
6% of all applications filed by men during this period. 

The number of veterans actively secking work with the Depart- 
ment at the end of June (28,436) was 8% of the total number 
of applications of men in the active file. 


Placements of veterans completed during the first 
six months of 1940 decreased 25% from the corresponding 
period of 1939, due largely to a decrease in public place- 
ments. Private placements of veterans decreased 10%, while 
the decrease for public placements of veterans was 55%, 

For all men there was practically no change in private place- 
ments and a 48% decrease in public placements, 


The number of veterans actively seeking work 
through the Department on June 30, 1940, increased only 
3% over a year ago as compared with a 16% increase for all 
mene 
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CLAIMS FOR 
UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE 


In Table I are shown the total number of claims 
filed'in the seventy-five department offices throughout the 
State, by type of claim. 


In line with seasonal expectations, a decrease 
from the preceding month was shown for all types of claims 
filed in June, 1940. An increase over June, 1959, however, 
was shown for both initial and continued claims. The 14% 
increase in initial claims was entirely due to an increase 
of 46% in the number of additional claims filed, as the 
number of new claims filed showed a slight decrease. (An 
additional claim is a certification by the claimant of a 
new period of unemployment.) The 18% increase in continued 
claims was due to an increase of 24% in claims for compen- 
Sable weeks of unemployment, claims for waiting period 
having decreased 19%, 


For the first six months of 1940, an increase of 
18% over the corresponding period of 1939 was shown for both 
initial and continued claims. The decline of 29% in the 
number of continued claims for waiting period (caused largely 
by a shortening in length of waiting period) was more than 
offset by a 30% increase in the number of claims for com- 
pensable weeks. Claims taken from residents of other States 
rose considerably over the first six months of 1939, when 
the interstate benefit payment plan was not fully operative 
in all States. Claims taken, by type, during the first six 
months of 1940 and 1939 are shown below:

As is shown in Table VII, total receipts of new 
California claims declined 12% from May to June, 1940, and 
9% from June, 1939, to June, 1940. The 267,593 new claims 
received during the first six months of 1940, however, repre- 
sent an increase of 10% over the number received during the 
corresponding period a year ago. 


Weekly data on the net number of new claims re- 
ceived in the headquarters office are shown from January l, 
1939, through June 29, 1940, in the chart below. 


Since higher minimum earnings qualifications and 
revisions in the insurance schedule became effective, there 
has been a concentration of claims during the first two or 
three weeks of each calendar quarter when earnings in a new 
quarter can be included in the computation of a claimant's 
award. The minor increase shown in February was the result 
of claims filed by some of the large number of workers who 
had first filed during the first month of claims-taking 
activities in January, 1938. These claimants could not file 
to begin another insurance year until February, 19359, and 
again in February, 1940. 


The general tendency has been for a seasonal decrease 
in the filing of new claims from January until after the fall 
peak in employment has been passed, with a minor temporary 
increase in claims after the spring peak in employment. 


DETERMINATIONS As is shown in Table VII, first determinations were 
made of 32,117 new claims during June, of which 26,427, or © 
82,3% were found payable. This percentage compares with 80.7% 
for the preceding month and 83.7% for June, 1939

For the first six months of 1940 the percentage of 
new claims found payable on first determination was 78.4% as 
compared with 84.9% for the corresponding six-month period 
of 1939. The smaller percentage found payable in 1940 re- 
sulted from raising the minimum earnings qualifications from 
$156 to $300 in a base year for claims filed after November, 
1939. The percentage of nonpayable claims increased con- 
Siderably in December and January. As workers have become 
better acquainted with this provision of the Act, the per- 
centage of nonpayable claims has shown a general decrease. 


Unemployment insurance payments in June continued 
a seasonal decline from the March peak. As is shown in 
Table VII both the number and amount of checks written 
decreased 7% from May to June. In terms of weekly averages, 
the decrease amounted to 11%, as 4-2/5 weeks of check-writing 
are included in data shown for June as compared to 4-1/5 
weeks in data for May. The average size of weekly check 
($13.57) has remained fairly constant for the past three 
months. 


As compared with data for the five weeks of check- 
writing in June, 1959, the weekly average number of checks 
written in June, 1940, increased 27% while the weekly amount 
paid rose 71%. The greater increase in amount was due to 
an increase of 34% in the average size of check as a result 
of the liberalization in insurance awards for claims filed 
after November 30, 1939.

The 2,698,807 checks written during this period 
represent an increase of 31% over the number written during 
the corresponding period of 1939, the number of regular 
checks increasing 34%. The number of final checks, however, 
decreased 14% largely as a result of the longer average 
duration of insurance for claims filed after the revised 
insurance schedule became effective. The total value of 
checks ($35,120,638) increased 73% over that for the six 
months from January to June, 1939, 


The number of checks written by weeks from 
January 1, 1959, through June 29, 1940, is shown in the 
chart below, The data in this chart are corrected for 
carry-over from one week to another due to holidays. 


The peak.of check-writing in 1940 was reached 
during the early part of March. Since then there has 
been a general seasonal decline which, on the basis of 
past experience, may be expected to continue until late 
fall. The seasonal peak in check-writing was reached 
somewhat earlier in 1940 than in 1939 due to the earlier 
filing of claims, the shorter length of waiting period 
for many claims, and the greater dispatch with which 
checks were written. 


During the first three months of 1940, the 
average value of checks rose rapidly as a result of 
upward revisions in the insurance schedule and increased 
minimum earnings qualifications on all claims filed after 
November, 1939. The average size of check rose from 
$10.57 in December, 1939, to $13.40 in March, 1940. 
Since then, when most of the claims for which payments 
have been made are those determined under the revised 
law, the average value has remained fairly constant with 
only a moderate general increase. 
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During the three months ending June, 1940, the 
average value of all checks written was $13.59. The 
value of regular checks for weeks of total unemployment, 
constituting 83% of all checks written, was $14.47. The 
average value of regular checks for weeks of partial unem- 
ployment was $9.12, and the average value of final checks 
closing a claimant's account was $9.40, 


The size distribution of checks for weeks of 
total unemployment for the quarter ending June, 30, 1940, 
is shown in the chart below. 


The maximum weekly award for claims filed after 
December 1 when the liberalized insurance schedule became 
effective was $18.00 and the minimum weekly award was 
$10.00; consequently, there is a concentration of checks 
at these two amounts, particularly at the maximum. Nearly 
34% of all checks written for weeks of total unemployment 
were for the maximum amount of $18.00, while 13% were for 
amounts falling in the class interval of $10.00 - $10.99.

The distribution includes some checks written 
on claims filed prior to December 1, when the maximum 
weekly award was $15.00 and the minimum award $7.00. This 
fact largely accounts for a rather high percentage of 
checks (10%) falling in the class interval from $15.00 - 
#15.99. Less than 2% of all checks written for total 
unemployment were in the class interval of $7.00 ~ $7.99. 


As discussed in the December report, the aver- 
age weekly award on claims filed in December under the 
revised insurance act was $15.12. About 43% of the 
awards were for the maximum amount of $18.00. As claims 
filed previous to December are paid off, therefore, we 
can expect the average value of checks written in increase 
to around $15.00 and the size distribution to shift toward 
the higher amounts. 


The Research and Statistics Section has now 
completed a report on insured employment and payrolls 
in California for 1938. This report, comprising some 
seventy-seven pages of text, tables, and charts, presents 
for the first time the following data for California 
insured industries: (1) Statewide figures of employment 
by months classified by industry groups and individual 
industries; (2) Quarterly and annual payrolls by county 
and by industry; (3) Employment totals by months for 
each county; (4) Enployment by months’ by industry classi- 
fication for the larger counties; and, (5) Payroll 
figures by industry for the larger counties. 


The average insured employment of 1,280,000 
workers shown in the report represents approximately 
43%, of the gainful workers in the State (the term 
"gainful workers" includes employers, the self-employed, 
and unemployed persons sceking work). 


The employment and wage data used in the 
report were submitted to this agency by all employers 
subject to the Unemployment Insurance Act, as required 
by the Social Security Board. The data collected are 
essential to actuarial studies of contribution income 
and benefit liability under the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, and should be valuable to the businessman as 
well. It is anticipated that the monthly employment 
figures and the payroll data compiled will prove a use- 
ful supplement to those published biennially in the 
United States Census of Businoss. 


Copies of the report will be available for 
distribution to interested agencies and business 
organizations.

This table indicates gross collections of $228,071.67 
during June, and net collections of $205,478.42 after refunds 
and returned checks are deducted. 


Total collections for the period January 1, 1936, to 
June 30, 1940, show a net figure of $245,569,399.39, plus inter- 
est and fines collected of $6,945,036.90, making net receipts 
of $250,514,436.29. Total net insurance payments of 
$97,350,041.63 are reported as of June 30, 1940, leaving a 
net balance of $153,164,394.66 in the fund, 


The number of remittances received by the Cashier 
during June was 3,248, amounting to $228,264.92, which includes 
$193.25 in fines collected by the Cashier. Of this total 
amount, 4.79% covered contributions for the second quarter 
of 1940, 36.51% covered contributions for the first quarter 
of 1940, 43.34% covered contributions for the fourth quarter 
of 1939, 3.20% covered contributions for the third quarter 
of 1939, 3.30% covered contributions for the second quarter 
of 1939, 1.10% covered contributions for the first quarter 
of 19359, and the remainder applied to periods prior to 1939, 
Details of receipts and disbursements appear in Table XI in 
the Appendix. 
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APPEALS 


During the past month the Appeals Bureau treated 
several important and difficult cases. Among these cases, 
one involved the issue of whether a lease contract, entered 
into between mine workers and mine owners to work certain 
mine property, relieved the relationship of employer and 
employee. It was found in this case, that the right to 
control and direct activities of mine workers existed and, 
therefore, did not relieve the relationship of einployer 
and employees. As the use of this type of contract is 
prevalent in the mining industry, the decision of the 
Referee will be far reaching in its effect on tax and 
benefits. 


Another case of equal importance concerned the 
right of employers in the lumber industry to charge off 
to "rental of equipment" certain portions of wages to 
drag-saw operators who furnished their own equipment. The 
issue is whether the wages vaid were wages in fact. In 
this case, no segregation of compensation was made at the 
time of payment to the worker, nor was Commission Rule 11.6 
adhered to; consequently, it was found that employees were 
entitled to additional earnings. The results of this case 
will affect over $300,000 in taxable wages. 


The production figures of the Appeals Bureau 
reveal that 876 cases were closed during the past six 
months. This figure is greater than the total production 
of the year 1939, when 811 cases were closed.

PUBLIC Publicity effort during June was very diversified 
RELATIONS in its scope with emphasis being placed on scveral new 
ACTIVITIES approaches to secure space for a serics type of releases. 


This included a weekly release to a selected group 
of publications constituting a recap or summary of employ- 
ment and unemployment insurance activities for the week. 
Other releases included storics on Commission activities, a 
Series of storics on the inventory of the active filc, dis- 
tribution of information on. the new agricultural crop and 
labor report, and an intensive publicity campaign to focus 
public attention on the round-table discussion of unemploy- 
ment insuranee in which the Director participated. This 
coverage included dailies, wecklics, trade journals and 
labor publications. 


Special publicity was released concerning jobs for 
junior weck which stimulated the attcntion of educators, 
and gencral vnublic approval of the Department's cfforts to 
place younger workers. 


A Statc-wide radio broadcast was arranged for 
Junc 24 in which leaders of industry, labor and agricultural 
interests mot with the Director in a round-table discussion 
of unemployment insurance. This successful program was 
broadcast over the red network of the National Broadcasting 
Company. Public reaction was vory favorable to this media 
for the dissemination of information concerning departmental 
activitios. Mombors of the panel included Edwin Vandelour, 
Seerctary of the State Fedcration of Labor; R. G Wagenet, 
Director, State Department of Bnaployment; Douglass M. Barrows, 
Chairman of the Social Sccurity Committec, State Chamber of 
Commerce; and Goorge Schlimeyer, Master of the California 
State Grange. 
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A cooperative plan between the Department of Hmploy- 
ment and the California Conservation Corps authorities has 
been evolved for the testing, training and placement of C.C.C. 
enrollees, This plan, when operative, will coordinate the 
activities of the Department of Employment, State Selecting 
Agent, U. S. Department of Education, and C.0.C. Administra- 
tion and technical services, in the promulgation of a work- 
able plan which will orient younger workers into gainful 
employment following their training period in the camps. 


Color photographs for the selectural slide depict- 
ing departmental activities have been prepared for display 
at the World's Fair Exhibit in San Francisco. 


Car ecards publicizing the objectives of the Depart- 
ment and encouraging employers to use employment facilities 
for hiring are being placed in the common carriers of Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. The space for the display of 
these posters has been donated by the car-advertising firms 
in the cities mentioned. 


The Department has been collaborating with offi- 
cials of the State Personnel Board and the Department of 
Education for the purpose of advising these groups on the 
techniques and format employed in the publication of this 
Department's house organ, "Careers." The interest shown 
by other éepartments in this magazine and their indicated 
desire to follow the same pattern shows that this Depart- 
ment is setting the pace in State publications. 


LEGAL The Municipal Court of the City of Los Angeles 

ACTIVITIES entered a judgement in favor of the California Employment 
Commission in the case of the Commission vs. Black Foxe 
Military Institute. The issue involved was whether board 
and lodging furnished to the employees of the institute 
constituted wages within the meaning of Section 11 of the 
Act, where the board and lodging was not mentioned as a 
part of the consideration in the contract of hire, and 
where the monetary consideration paid the employees was 
the same irrespective of: the furnishing of board and 
lodging. The decision held that the board and lodging 
constituted additional remuneration and the fact that the 
employer did not consider this item as a wage is not con- 
trolling. 


The Department filed its opening brief in the 
case of Unemployment Reserves Commission vs. Meilink as 
trustee in bankruptcy for the United Lamp & Shade Corpora- 
tion, The Referce in bankruptcy did not allow the 12% per 
annum interest on delinquent contributions claimed by this 
Department as provided in the Act, but allowed only 7%. 
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This was sustained by the Federal District Court and the 
Department appealed to the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the 9th Circuit. The problem involved is 
whether the 12% statutory interest or any part thereof con- 
stitutes a penalty which would not be collectible ina 
bankruptcy proceedings. It is the contention of the Depart- 
ment that this amount constitutes interest as provided in 
the Act for the use of the money which was legally owing 
and due to the Department. 


The Irvine Company has filed three suits against 
the California Employment Commission in the Superior Court 
of Orange County seeking the return of contributions paid 
to this Department on specialized services performed on 
the company's farms. It is the contention of the company 
that workérs performing specialized services, such as 
mechanics, are included within the scope of the agricul- 
tural labor exemption. Commission Rule 7.1 which defines 
the term "agricultural labor" provides that such services 
even though performed for the owner or tenant of a farm do 
not constitute agricultural labor since such individuals 
are not engaged in ordinary farm labor but in specialized 
trades or occupations. 


The Empire Star Mines Company, Ltd., brought suit 
against the Department in the Superior Court of Nevada 
County to recover contributions paid on the remuneration 
received by certain so-called lessees or tributers operat- 
ing various shafts in the mines of the company. The lessees 
removed the ore which the company refined for a percentage 
of the receipts. It is the contention of the plaintiff 
company that these so-called lessees are not employces but 
independent contractors. 


The following new rules and revisions of former 
rules were considered and adopted by the California Employ- 
ment Commission: 


Rule 57(c).1 was adopted. This rule provides that the word 


"is" in the phrase "is able to work and available for work" 
contained in Section 57(c) of the Act shall be construed to 
mean “was" in order to carry out the proper meaning and in- 
tent of the section, This is necessary since a certification 
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for unemployment insurance is made in regard to a week 
that has elapsed and the eligibility requirement refers to 
a past week, 


Rule 67.3 was revised. The revised rule provides that the 
time for filing an appeal from a Referee's decision by the 
appellant or any other interested person shall be within 
ten days after the date of notification or mailing of the 
decision; and if the Referee affirms the initial determin- 
ation allowing benefits, such benefits shall be paid regard- 
less of the filing of an appeal to the California Employment 
Commission where the decision is not set aside under 
Section 72, by Commission action. 


Rule 67.11 was adopted. This rule provides that where an 
overpayment of benefits has been made to a claimant, the 
Commission may institute civil action to recover this over- 
payment or it may charge it against the benefit rights of 
the claimant for the benefit year in which the overpayment 
occurred or the next succeeding benefit year. 


Rule 67.12 adopted. This rule provides that where a check 
for unemployment insurance has been lost or destroyed, a 
duplicate check shall be issued if it is established to the 
satisfaction of the Department of Employment that the orig- 
inal check was not cashed and an affidavit is executed by 
the payee or any authorized person that no payment was re- 
ceived on the check.

This tabulation does not include complaints 
issued, convictions obtained, or cases dismissed during the 
latter part of June and not yet reported by local offices. 
Any other action occurring in June and reported later will 
be included in the next renort as occurring in July. 


Auditing activities resulted in billings for 
additional assessments against employers in the total 
amount of $113,887.11 during the month of June, 1940. 


Through collection procedures $145,448.31 was 
brought into the fund from delinquent accounts. 


Claims for collection were filed through legal 
processes on assignmmt, bankruptcy, and probate cases, 
and on delinquent cases requiring legal action, in the 
amount of $65,268.61. 


Although the classification survey was started 
officially in the Department during the month of November, 
1939, the first recommended allocation list was delivered 
to the Department during the month of June. The recom- 
mendation for the allocation of positions of individuals 
was distributed to the headquarters office with a letter 
from the Executive Officer of the Personnel Board. A 
number of problems appeared immediately which have bcen 
under continual discussion so that a final determination 
may be made for the proper class for allocation. This 
allocation list was prepared by the Hxecutive Officer of 
the Personnel Board under considerable difficulties, as 
there have been many changes in procedures, methods of 
work, and assignment to duty in the course of this survey, 
In addition to this, new machines and methods of doing 
work as well as new requirements on the Department have 
been introduced in the course of the survey. It is not 
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possible yet to determine the final effects of this survey 
or the time at which the official reallocation list will 
be presented to the Personnel Board. 


The first reports of percentages on the reports 
of performance have been returned by the Personnel Board 
during this month. These were distributed to individuals 
and were utilized in the layoffs that were necessary. A 
preliminary analysis of these percentage reports indicates 
that a considerable problem still remains if fairness and 
uniformity are to be attained. The return of the reports 
at this time is particularly disturbing for the personnel 
of the Department as current reports due August 1, 1940, 
are in process of preparation. 


In the meantime, training has continued both in 
the training addressed to supervisors to assist them in 
the preparation of the reports of performance, training 
of stenographers in preparation of letters, and letter- 
writing training addressed to dictators in the departments. 
These are all supplemented by other training work, particu- 
ljarly the publication of our training magazine "Careers." 
In addition to this training which proceeds regularly, 
plans were started for the development of training in the 
use of the new dictionary of occupational titles which 
will be the standard for classifications to be used in the 
code procedure in the Department offices. From the current 
analyses, it would appear that little further could be 
done in training for the preparation of reports of per- 
formance, but this would appear now rather as an adminis- 
trative problem to be solved by the Executive Officer of 
the Personnel Board and the Director of the Department. 


Some reduction in staff has continued since 
January 1, 1940, so that the number employed at the head- 
quarters office has been reduced by approximately ninety 
employees. This required technical layoffs during the 
month of June, but although this started out with notices 
to thirty-three employees on June 1, by June 30 most of 
these had been transferred to other Departments or other 
offices of the Department, so that the actual layoff was 
reduced to two, and one of these was retained in a lower 
classification for which she was eligible. 


The Department, particularly through the Personnel 
Section, participated actively in the Institute on Govern- 
ment held in Sacramento, by membership on planning and 
administrative committees and actual participation as chair- 
men of some of the sessions. Tho participation in the 
Institute on Government at the University of Southern 
California was somewhat reduced this year and no special 
section in the field of Employment Security was attempted.

Additional Statistical Reports: Tables VIII through 
XI give detailed data on activities already summarized in the 
preceding discussion. 


Tables VIII and IX = June Unemployment Insurance Payments by 


Area and Industry. 


Data in these two tables include five weeks of 
check writing in June, 1939, as compared with only 4-2/5 check- 
writing weeks in June, 1940. On the basis of weekly averages, 
the number of checks written in June, 1940, increased 27% 
over the number written in June, 1939, while the total value 
increased 71%, Practically all offices and industries showed 
some increase in weekly average payments as compared with a 
year ago, although wide differences are shown in the percent- 
age increases. These differences are reflected in changes in 
the percentage distributions of checks by industry and area. 
Some of the more significant changes are mentioned below. 


The percentage of the total amount disbursed to 
claimants from food manufacturing decreased from 14.5% in 
June, 1939, to 13.3% in June, 1940. ‘This decrease is in line 
with similar decreases for other months of 1940 and is attri- 
buted in part to the increase in the minimum earnings gquali- 
fication, which affected many of the more seasonal workers 
employed for only short periods. The decrease is reflected 
in payments to claimants certifying in the Sacramento, San 
Jose, Stockton and other areas where food manufacturing is an 
important industry. 


The percentage of payments to claimants from heavy 
constructién decreased from 3.8% in June, 1939, to 2.7% in 
June, 1940, while the percentage to claimants from metallif- 
erous mining decreased from 5.2% to 4.7% Other significant 
decreases were shown in payments to claimants from trucking 
and/or warehousing for hire, retail automotive, retail 
general merchandise, and from heavy manufacturing industries. 
These decreases were reflected in decreased payments to 
claimants in many areas of the State, including those certi- 
fying in the San Francisco Industrial, Oakland, Huntington 
Park, Long Beach, and Bakersfield offices. 


Principal increases over a year ago were shown in 
payments to claimants from certain trade and service indus- 
tries. The proportion to claimants from motion picture pro- 
duction rose from 3.2% in June, 1939, to 5.2% in June, 1940. 
The proportion of payments to claimants from eating and drink- 
ing places increased from 4.5% to 6.0%, while the proportion to 
claimants from hotels and other lodging places rose from 2.1% 
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to 2.5%. Other significant increases include increases in 
payments to claimants from wholesale trade and distribution, 
retail food, retail apparel, textile mill products, apparel 
and fabric products and finished lumber products. 


The most significant increases by office are shown 
for claimants certifying in the Hollywood and Culver City 
offices (reflecting increased payments to claimants from the 
motion picture industry) and the Los Angeles Industrial office. 
Other significant increases were shown for the Los Angeles 
Commercial, Santa Monica, Van Nuys and San Diego offices. 


The proportion of nayments to claimants certifying 
in Region #3 in June, 1940, has increased over a year ago, 
while the proportions to claimants in Regions #1 and #2 have 
decreased. 


Table X - Department Office Activities. 


Major items of placement and unemployment insurance 
claims activities are shown by office in Table X. 


The 20,048 complete placements made in June, 1940, 
were 4,638 (19%) less than the number made in June of 1939. 
The major portion of this decrease was due to a difference of 
0,695 in the number of agricultural placements made. As dis- 
cussed earlier, some of the decrease was due to the fact 
that the minor seasonal drop, after the spring peak, com- 
menced earlier this year than last. 


A decrease of 3,600 placements from June, 1939, to 
June, 1940, was shown in the seven larger offices in the San 
Joaquin Valley, practically all as a result of decreases in 
agricultural placements, and another 600 of the total de- 
crease was in five Southern California offices where place- 
ments in fruit packing and handling declined substantially. 


Other offices showing substantial declines were 
Culver City, with a decrease of 312, largely due to decreased 
placements in motion picture production, and Long Beach, with 
a decrease of 556, two-thirds of which were in the service 
industries and the remainder largely in manufacturing, commerce 
and business. 


Substantial increases in placements over a year ago 
are shown in San Diego, with an increase of 301, and Glendale, 
with an increase of 196, both reflecting increased activity 
in aviation, and in Oakland with an increase of 310, of which 
e224 were increased public placements. 
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By regions the changes were as follows: Region j/1-- 
a decrease of 5,743, of which over 3,700 were decreased agri- 
cultural placements. A decline of 252 in public placements 
in this region was largely offset by small increases totalling 
ell in nonagricultural private placements in the region. 


In Region #2 a net increase of nineteen was shown as 
compared with the previous year, with an increase of 237 in 
public placements (largely in Oakland) and a decline of 191 
in nonagricultural private placements. This decline, while 
classed as nonagricultural, was caused by a decrease of 300 
nonagricultural placements in the San Jose office, because 
of decreased activity in fruit handling, partially offset by 
an increase of 104 in agricultural placements in San Jose. 


In Region #3 a net decline of 914 placements is re- 
corded, of which 585 are decreased public placements. As 
indicated above, the declines were largely in fruit packing 
and motion picture production placements with offsetting 
increases of nearly 500 in aviation. 


Comparison with Preceding Month 


In contrast to the seasonal increase recorded in the 
past several months, an expected seasonal drop occurred dur- 
ing June. Nearly 2,200 less placements were imade in Juné than 
in May, 1940, of which 1,918 occurred in Region #3 and 1,732 
in Los Angeles County. 475 less public placements were made 
in Los Angeles County during June than in the preceding month, 
of which a decline of 365 was shown for the Los Angeles 
Industrial office. 


The offices showing substantial declines, largely as 
a result of decreased fruit handling activities, were Santa 
Ana, with a decrease of 484, Covina, decrease 224, and Van 
Nuys, decrease 106. Culver City reported 415 less placements 
than for the preceding month, largely in motion picture pro- 
duction. Substantial decreases in private placements were 
also shown in Oakland with a decline of 195, Bakersfield 102, 
Stockton 308, Long Beach 178, Los Angeles Commercial 157, and 
Los Angeles Industrial 94. 


The only substantial increases in private placements 
over the preceding month were San Jose, with an increase of 
214, caused largely by placements in the service industries 
and occupations, and San Diego, with an increase of 120, 
largely in airplane manufacturing. 


By regions the decreases were 236 for Region #1, 
representing a decrease of 565 in private placements, offset 
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py an increase of 329 in public placements, a net decrease 
of only 42 for Region #2, and of 1,918 for Region #3.
